1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

"now abandoned,". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The Amendment submitted on September 1, 1004, has been entered. Claims 1 - 24 and 
45 - 48 have been cancelled. Therefore, the pending claims are 25 - 44. 

4. The cancellation of claims 45 - 48 renders moot the 35 USC 1 12 rejections of those 
claims in the previous Office Action. 

5. The terminal disclaimer filed on September 1, 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
6,260,247, US 6,269,247, and US 6,716775 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

6. The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest producing a woven fabric with a napped or 
raised surface by immobilizing the yarns prior to the raising process, so that the surface fibers 
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become stiff during processing and produce nicked fibers and maintaining at least 80% of the 
tensile strength of the fill yarns, instead of the raising process pulling out the loose fibers and 
weakening the tensile strength of the treated yarns. Thus, processing the fabric while it the 
fibers are immobilized creates a different fabric structure than that taught in the prior art.
